Arkansas wa.s a white 
peninsula in a sea of black. 


Because Arkansas lacks Ihc in- 


dustrial advantages of Ihe other 
stales? 
Absurd! Because Arkan- 


sas lucked Ihc money to pay for the 
ink to make it as black a:; the 
others in the map. In other words, 
Arkansas lacked the funds to par- 
ticipate in the cooperative adver- 
tisement.

HE greatest cure for pessimism in this country is the fact 


that no'part 'of the American scenery ever sr-em? to stay 


put. Oth* social life t'lmvb into .some pretty distressing forma 
every now and then, but it always remains fluid. Bad as 
things may get, they never get beyond the reach of change. 


It is interesting- to find a striking example of this by 


looking1 back a few years at conditions in New York City. 


That peculiarly American form of highly organized, com- 
. mereialized and protected lawlessness which goes by the name 
s of "racket" was enjoying the high noon of it.s heyday, then. 
; Every big city had its rackets, but in New York they had 
I been elevated to the stature of big business. Nobody had ever 


seen anything like it.

AD as they were, the prohibition rackets were only part of 


. . the picture. Once-respectable labor unions had come under 
th*Control of gangsters. Almost every carrying and servicing 
trade imaginable was paying its regular tribute to the muscle 
men. There was protection for all of the big shots; the prose- 
cuting: machinery would not function, the alliance between 
politics and crime was air-tight, the police department was 
effectively shackled, and people were beginning to accept 
racketeering as an unavoidable evil, like traffic congestion. 


And the point is, not so much that things were very bad, 


but that there was not the slightest reason to hope that they 
.would ever be bettered. It was possible to prove, by inexor- 
able logic, that corrupt political rings would always rule the 
itietropolis, that such rings would always maintain an alliance 
with the underworld, and that the people would go on and on 
paying toll through all the future. 


But somehow it didn't work out that way. 
Somehow, in spite of logic, the people of New York elected 


a .reform mayor. Somehow an incorruptible special prose- 
Riltpr was assigned to clean up the mess. Somehow he found 
witnesses who would talk, investigators who could not be 


:bribed, juries that would convict and judges who would sen- 
tence. The racketeers;began to go to jail.

An "If" in Shanghai 


THE profound effect which Japanese victory in China might 
I- have-on the complicated network of European imperialism 
ift the orient is indicated by announcement that the Japanese 
may'take over the international settlement at Shanghai. 


This warning comes from Lieut-Gen. Iwane Matsui, 


commander of the Japanese forces on the Shanghai front. So 
far, it is only a warning; what gives it point is the perfectly 
obvious fact that if the Japanese do decide to take over the 
international city, the white powers have no way of stopping 
them.

Such adevelopment would completely change the picture 


of European exploitation of China. The great British invest- 
ments in China, the vast structure of British trade with China 
-f-both are keyed largely to British sovereignty at Shanghai. 
Make Shanghai a completely Japanese-ruled city, and the ef- 
fect on British investments arid British trade, as on the in- 
v«3stments and trade of other European powers, would be pro- 
found.

When the scalp is neglected, as is

Oatmeal Is Good 


Crumb Substitute 


Following Ingredients Are 


Essential in Prepar- 


ing Torte 


When a cake wears its welcome out 


and lasts longer than the family's ap- 
petite then many housewives think it's 
time to bake a Torte. However, for the 
cook whose cakes are so good that 
they disappear before she can salvage 
any crumbs, oatmeal acts as a good 
crumb subslitutein preparing lories. 
The eggs and nuts give the oatmeal 
torte its lightness and richness. 


The following ingredienls are essen- 


tial in preparing Oatmeal Torte; 


I cup all-purpose flour, 4 eggs, sep- 


arated, 2 teaspoons baking powder, 2 
cups Quick Quaker Oats, V4 teaspoon 
alt, Vfe cup butter, 1% cups sugar, 1 
enspaon vanilla, % cup milk, 1 cup 
chopped nuts..

Turn water and pineapple into top of 


double boiler. Add cornstarch, sugar 
and'salt and cook over boiling water 
20 minutes, stirring constantliy. Add 
hot mixture slowly to beaten egg, 
stirring well, then return it to double 
boiler, and cook 2 minutes longer. 
Spread this when cooled between lay- 
ers of torte. 
Serve with whipped 


cream. Makes 12 servings. •

LITTLE ROCK—The United Stntcs 


Bureau of Public Roads announced 
from Washington Thursday Apportion- 
ment of $3,513,705 Jo Arkansas for the 
fiscal year beginning next July. Tho 
amount will include 52,187,752 in reg- 
ular federal aid; $437,550 for secondary 
roads, mid $893,403 for grade crossing 
elimination. The bureau's apportion- 
ments for the United States totaled 
5200,000.000. 


State Highway Director James R. 


Rhync said that Arkansas would re- 
ceive only the ?803,-103 allotment for 
grade crossing elimination since it was 
the only allotment which the slate 
was not required to match. 


"We must match the other allotment 


dollar for dollar," he said, "and we 
don't have a dollar for this purpose." 


Mr. Rhyne said 52,201,562 in federal 


funds still is available for Arkansas 
road construction during the current 
fiscal year but that the money could 
not be used since it was imixjssible 
for the funds to be matched. The last 
session of the legislature made no ap- 
propriation to match ferleral 
funds 


for road construction purposes. 
The 


next regular session of the General As- 
sembly does not convene until Janu- 
ary. 1939. 


Mr. Rhync sttid that nearly half of 


the $893.403 allotted for the next fiscal 
year would be spent in construction of 
two overpasses over railroad tracks 
at Toxnrkanci. 


Rhync said preliminary plans of 


the Highway Department call for a gi- 
gantic viaduct from Broud street south 
over the Missouri Pacific Lines tracks 
to replace a .structure that has been in 
service many years. 


A second overpass will span the Cot- 


ton Belt tracks about 150 yards south of 
the larger structure. 


"Tentative- plans call for spending 


something more than $400.000 for the 
work ill Tcxarkana," he said.
